Ile grounds this disbelief on one, and only one, 
i fet—the “continued enlargement of our Mili- 
tary and Naval forces,” an enlargement, he 
obwerves, which can only be directed against 
France. “I protest,” said Mr. Bright, “against the 
constant increase of our expenditure, in consequence 
of apprehended danger from France. I cannot ap- 
prove of a ministry whose chief claims to support are 
founded on their gigantic military and naval efforts.” 
Now, we agree in Mr. Bright's opinion, that the 
French Emperor has no idea of attacking England, 
and that if he had entertained such an idea, the 
Indian mutiny afforded him the best oportunity he could 
ever expect to get. Butis England to trust to Louis 
Napoleon's loyalty, or to its own means of defence ? 
Let us hear Lord Palmerston on this snbject. In 
censuring the ministers for dissolving Parliament “at 
a time when great European interests are at stake,” 
says that “men who contemplated those measures 
which they found themsetves compelled to take within 
the last few weeks, without the consent of Parliament, 
would have seen that nothing but an inevitable 
necessity would have justified them in depriving the 
country of the presence of Parliament at such a crisis. 
I do not mean, his Lordship discreetly adds “ to find 
fault with them practically for what they have done.” 
Sir James Graham goes farther, “ while blaming the 
foreign policy of government, he commended them 
for strengthening our fleet.” So that Lord Palmers- 
ton and Sir James Graham acquit them of all blame 
in one of the only two matters on which Mr. Bright 
condemns them. The latter, however, returns the 
compliment by a verdict of acquittal on the main 
indictment preferred against them by his new allies, 
viz: that by their ignorance of what was going on 
in Vienna, and by their language in favour of Austria, 
they were responsible for the outbreak of war. Mr. 
Bright, a manlier and more candid adversary, “ doesnot 
censure the government because peace had not been 
maintained for which they were not responsible.” So 
that the grounds on which Mr. Bright and Lord Pal- 
merston declare the Government unworthy of confi- 
dence are mutually destructive. Ifthis be the evi- 
dence of the recent “ mutual concessions” which Mr. 
Deasy assures us “have been made without any 
sacrifice of principle,” we fear that the strong govern- 
ment so desiderated by Lords Brougham and Ellen- 
borough, and by Mr. Crossley, is as distant as ever. 
Mr. Bright however votes against Ministers 
on the ground of their delusive Reform Bill, 
“a note of the Bank of Elegance,” as he terms 


it. But what species of coin does Mr. 
Bright expect from the Coalition Mint? “It will 


be the duty of any future government ” says he, 
“to place on the table a measure of reform, during 
the present Session, very different from that proposed 
or shadowed forth in the delusive proposals of the 
Chancellor.” Now, as Mr. Disraeli accedes to the 
principle of a substantial reduction of the Borough 
Franchise, it is really difficult to see how the Coali- 
tion Reform Bill can differ very much from Mr. 
Disraeli's, except it goes the length of universal suf- 
frage and the Ballot. That it will include 
the latter is, indeed, avowed by Mr. Bright as a sine 
qua non of his support. “If a Liberal Government 
were formed, he would support them so long as they 
acted in accordance with the average opinion of those 
who sat on the same side of the House.” Now the 
supporters of the Ballot in the last Parliament were 
200; and they are more in the present. The 
“average opinion” alluded to is, therefore, pledged 
to the Ballot, and we may therefore reckon either 
that Lord Palmerston and Lord John Russell, to say 
nothing of Sir James Graham, have succumbed to 
tho Radical party on this question, or else that the 
accession of the coalition to office will be succeeded, 
during the present session, by a disruption which will 
leave her Majesty's Government weaker than at 
present. 

It is pitiable to find Mr. Horsman retreating from 
the upright and statesmanlike position he assumed 
on the ccasion of the recent Reform debate. Mr. 
Horsman then voted against Lord Russell's resolu- 
tion, on the grounds that the attempt to oust the 
Government, by means of them, was a disgrace to the 
Liberal party.

The Times on the future policy of England on the 
continental question says—" Even while the rush of 
armies is shaking the ground of Italy, a free people 
cannot be restrained from looking at war less as a spec- 
tacle than as a conflict of great principles, which must 
finally be settled by a more civilized and humane arbitre- 
ment. The debate in the House of Lords on Tuesday 
night was, perhaps, more accurately directed to the main 
question at issue, because no political result was expected 
from the discussion. The speakers expressed the real 
sentiments with which a contemplation of the present 
war inspires them, and we may be sure that an assembly 
of educated Englishmen would not be likely to differ much 
in their opinions on the events now passing in Italy. 
Altthough men might disagree as to the wisdom of the 
Government and the danger to be apprehended to the 
peace of Europe, yet, whether Lord Granville or Lord 
Normanby, Lord Brougham, or Lord Derby spoke, there 
was the same undercurrent of conviction running 
through all they said. All condemned the policy of 
Austria in regard to her Italian provinces, and all ex- 
pressed distrust of the ruler who has made Italian dis- 
content the ground for drowing Europe into a most 
threatening war. On the whole, however the feeling of 
the Lords was more favourable to the Court of Vienna 
than that of an equal number of the middle classes, or 
even the members of the House of Commons would be ; 
and this is not to be wondered at- Not only are the 
Peers Conservative by instinct, and the necessity of 
their position, but their house contains a great propor- 
tion of men whose minds have been moulded by the 
habit of conducting diplomatic affairs, and who judge a 
dispute between two powers with the strict regard to 
the letter of treaties which such an education would 
produce. Any one who approaches the question in this 
spiry will, perhaps, independently of all jealousy of 
France, lean to the side of her adversary. He looks on 
the questlon as a case of international law, and from this 
point of view Austria is in the right. According to 
publicists and jurists of all dercriptions, one State has 
not a right to meddle with the internal government of 
another, and much less to foment discontent and insur- 
rection within its borders. ‘The only fair pretext for such 
a course would be that the internal condition of the State 
interfered with was a source of legitimate disquietude 
to its neighbours, and no one can allege this in the case 
of Francis Joseph’s Empire. Leave Austria alone, and 
there is not the smallest reason to suppose that the 
weakness of the central authority would causeany trouble 
to its neighbours through the anarchy prevailing in 
any particular province. Lombardy might suffer, be 
exhausted, and collapse, but Lombardy would most cer- 
tainly be kept down by the armies which the Emperor 
could send into it. As a strict question of international 
law, therefore, any interference with Francis Joseph’s 
dominions was unwarranted. ‘To those who take this 
strict view must be added the class who are conversant 
with foreign politics through residence abroad and ac- 
quaintance with the general tenour of foreign thought. 
And there is no more striking contrast than exists be- 
tween the ideas which this class of men have formed and 
those to which the more untravelled Englishman gives 
utterance. Go where you like in England and you will 
find this Italian question argued without any re- 
ference to permanent alliances, or, indeed, to any con- 
siderations but the supposed barbarity of the Aus- 
trians on the one hand, and the supposed ambitious 
designs of France on the other. As far as we 
can see, the feelings of Englishmen are infl uenced by 
these two incongruous antipathies. They have no 
sympathy with French victories—they have no desire 
for successful Austrian resistance. Their neutrality is 
preserved, like the position of Malhomet’s coffin, by the 
repulsion óf two powerful magnets. If the French 
could be checked in their career of military aggression, 
and the Austrians could be got peaceably and for ever 
out of Italy, the wishes of the English people would be 
perfectly satisfied. They do not deny that this is an 
italian question, but they deny that it is merely an Ita 
lian question. When extreme propositions are expressed 
by fanatics on either side, the Englishman in his own 
mind longs for a settlement of Europe which should give 
the Italians the tranquility and good government 
they desire without breaking up the old States of 
Europe, and making our vast community of nations the 
prey of any military adventurer, present or to come. 
The diplomatists, however, like the Marquis of Nor- 
manby and Sir Hamilton Seymour, take a more Conser- 
vative and anti-Gallican view than either the country or 
the press, and their influencemay be clearly traced in the 
Lords’ Debate of Tuesday. 

Our own course has been long since taken, and we 
shall not swerve from it. ‘Three years since, when the 
state of Italy was brought before the Paris Congress by 
Count Cavour, we were the first to impress on the Brit- 
ish Gevernment the necessity of making it a European 
question, and removing discontents, which were sure 
to become the causes or pretexts of disturbance. When 
the Emperor of the French was bidding for priestly 
favour at home by giving the most hateful of 
Governments full security for misdoing at Rome, 
we seldom allowed a month to pass without recurring 
to the condition of the Papal States, without urging 
improvement in the administratiom, aud such determi- 
ned remonstrauces with the Viennese Cabinet as would 
lead to their evacuation of the Legations. We criticized 
Lord Normanby’s rtisanship with the Florentine 
Court ; we acquiesced with the suspension of relatious 
with the guilty Neapolitan King, and were only sorry 
that no more effective sign of English disapprobation 
was possible ; and within the last 18 months the crew 
of the Cagliari were indebted to these columns for the 
first statement of their case and the consistent advocacy 
which procured the redress of their wrongs. But con- 
temporaneously with these endeavours we have been 
obliged to call public attention to dangers from other 
quarters. Hardly had the treaty been conclude! 
after the Crimean war than the French Emperur, 
who was then high in the admiration, and even in 
the esteem, of this country, chose to lay the foundation s 
of an alliance with the despotic Sovereign whom both 
he and we had opposed. When the coronation of 
Alexander took place, no word of distrust had issued 
from the English nation, and yet hardly had that cere- 
mony been concluded than the talk of every society in 
Europe was, that Russia had succeeded in dissevering the 
Anglo-French alliance, and that great results would fol- 
low from the new combination. Succeeding events did 
but confirm the suspicions which the public then justly 
conceived, and we have done our part in rousing the 
country to prepare for every danger. The task is now 
accomplished, and the extension of our navy, the im-

But while we rejoice over this turn of events, and re- 
gard the entry into Milan as a splendid achievement, 
worthy of the days of the First Empire, we cannot for- 
bear a word of somewhat severe comment upon the ef- 
forts of some of our contemperaries to mistify the public, 
and upon the public itself for allowing itself to be duped. 
Populus vult decipi et decipiatur is an old maxim followed 
by the followers of Liguori, and it would seem to be the 
motto of some portions of the English press. For in- 
stance, what could have been more absurd than the 
dreamy wanderings of some of our contemporaries 
during the natural and almost necessary cessation of 
telegrams from the seat of war during the last two 
days? Since Monday morning the public has been 
passing to and froin the metropolis with its mouth open 
ready to swallow any canard that came in its way. 
Where there is a readiness to believe there will always 
be a promptness to invent; and, accordingly, oup-con- 
temporaries have not been slow tofurnish abundgft rea- 
sons why everything should have happened the yery con- 
trary to what has really taken place. We were gravely 
told,so late as yesterday, by a sage contemporary that it 
was doubtful whether the victors of Magenta were 
Austrian or French! That is now no longer doubtful ; 
but who that reviews the circumstances, without a 
wish so make out a casein favour of improbabilities, 
could arrive at so impotent a conclusion as did the Times 
of yesterday and the day before ? 


The Morning Post on the increase of our navy :— 

We are neither alarmists nor panic-mongers, neither 
politicians wholly credulous nor wholly mistrustful. But 
without believing either that we are on the point 
of being invaded, or that we are wholly unassailable 
by invasion, we conceive that, in the existing state of 
Europe, it is the bounden duty ot any patriotic states- 
man desirous of preserving neutrality and of maintaining 
peace to increase the navy of England, and to place this 
country in the position of maintaining her neutral and 
pacific views against any one maritime Power, or against 
any combination of such Powers. If we take this plain 
and simple course, though it may be attended with a 
present outlay, yet it will be productive of immense 
saving, and of vast economy, intheend. We do not take 
war as the basis of our reasonings, or utter 
one word of menace agamst any Power. The man who 
inconsiderately sits down to provoke national animosi- 
ties, or to revive smouldering hatreds in a time such as 
this, must be not only an enemy to all civilisation, but 
to the human race in general, We therefore utter no 
bitter, passionate, or hasty words. But we do say that 
the permanent neutrality, the peace, and preponderance, 
of England in the councils of Europe can only be se- 
cured by placing the steam, screw, and sailing, navy on 
such a footing as the exigency of the occasion, and 
the rank of Great Britain as the greatest maratime 
nation, requires. That there can be nothing in this 
measure aggressive—it is a measure essentially 
conservative and self-sustaining ; for our navy is 
the creature and child of our commerce, is the 
guardian of our colonies and _ (frontiers, and 
the right arm of our insular and colonial strength. Our 
naval power must be sustained also not only ina positive 
but in relative sense. Greatit must always be for ourown 
insular protection, for our own necessary needs of com- 
merce and colonies. But if, irrespective of these con- 
siderations, we find other nations, less maratime by 
natural disposition, or the conformation of territory, in- 
creasing their navies, it becomes us to increase ours\jn a 
still greater ratio. If we do but this we have no fear of 
the ultimate result. For though steam and the screw 
and other inventions have given to other nations greater 
powers of aggression than they have hitherto possessed, 
they have also conferred upou us new and greater powers 
of resistance.

He could not censure the govern- 
ment because peace had not been maintained, for which 
they were not responsible, but the course adopted by 
government was such as to lead to doubt as to the 
sincerity of their neutrality, both in this country and on 
the Continent. There wag no danger of war with Aus- 
tria. England could not attack Austria nor Austria 
England, and a war between those Powers would be 
very much like a conflict between a horse and a fish. 
All questions of neutrality, therefore referred to 
France We had been publicly using all possible 
means to enlarge our military and naval forces in a 
manner which could be directed only against that 
country. He protested against the constant increase of 
our expenditure in consequence of apprehended danger 
from France. If the Emperor of France had intended to 
attack us, he had the opportunity during the Indian re- 
bellion. 
volved in hostilities with a power equal in military re- 
sources with his own. If, therefore, there was no peril of 
an offensive movement from France, the only inference to 
be drawn from our proceedings was that we meditated an 
attack upon that country. He could not approve of a 
Ministry whose chief claims to support were founded on 
this gigantic military and nayal principle. It was said 
that serious consequences would arise from a chanye of 
Ministry, but all dissolutions of Ministries were ac- 
companied, like Eastern funerals, with the wails of 
professional howlers. The change would involve 
greater confidence and respect with the only nation with 
whom we were in danger, viz., France. Referring to 
the great domestic question of Parliamentary Reform, 
while praising the Chancellor of the Exchequer for the 
tactics he had pursued in his late speech, he characterized 
his measure of Reform as notes of the Bank of Elegance, 
and coin which had never passed through her Majesty’s 
Mint. At present the country was promised future 
measures, but how was the country to believe in promise 
which had already been so badly kept ? He admired the 
simplicity of those who believed in such promises. It 
would be the duty of any future Government to place on 
the table a measure of Reform during the present session, 
very different frem that proposed or even shadowed forth 
by the delusive proposals of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer. He detended the proposition before the house, 
demanding whether the recent electoral contest was a 
reality or a shadow.

It was true the Conserva- 
tives permitted persons of all positions to occupy occasion-

The liberal 
chiefs might, probably, in future find it necessary to 
demand assistance from those whom, in times past, they 
had not thought fit to admit. If a liberal government 
were formed, he would support them as long as they 
acted in accordance with the average opinion of those 
who sat on the same side of the house, trusting they 
would not forget those omissions which hitherto caused 
them to fail, and that they would have a longer tenure 
of office for many years. 

Lord ASHLEY supported the amendment. 

Mr. PALK demanded what the country could fairly 
expect to gain by a change of government. He viewed 
such a change of government with alarm, as likely to in- 
volve danger to the Constitution. 

Mr. BAXTER would vote in favour of the amend- 
ment, though he had joined in that which seated Lord 
Derby in office. He did not think that the domestic 
and foreign policy of the present Government was 


safe. 

Mr. LIDDELL protested against the French sym- 

pathies entertained by Mr. Bright. He trusted .that they 
id not shadow forth the policy to be pursued. 

Mr. H. GURNEY thought that all changes of adminis- 
tration were inconvenient. As no case had been made 
out against the government, he could not support the 
amendment. 

Mr. CROSSLEY said it was especially desirable at 
the present juncture that a strong government should 
be formed, and he should therefore vote for the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. SPOONER declared that he did not believe in the 
existence of a compact between Lord Derby and the Ca- 
tholics. If even it existed, it would be no worse than 
might be expected from a government formed from the 
Opposition. 

Mr. HORSMAN said, after the issue that had been 
raised by the government, and their appeal to the coun- 
try, he, as representing a Liberal constituency, had no 
alternative except to vote for the amendment. 

Mr. KER SEY MER denied that any party forbearance 
had been shown by the Opposition towards the govern- 
ment; on the contrary, it had taken every opportunity 
of thwarting government. After tracing the history of 
Parliamentary Opposition during the last two sessions, 
he declared he could not believe in the alleged union of 
the several sections of the Liberal party. What would 
they do on the great question of the Ballot or that of 
Church-rates? He defended the foreign policy of the 
government at considerable length, approving of their 
measures for the increase of the defences of the country. 

Sir J. GRAHAM, im reference to the allusions made 
to his speech at Carlisle by the Chancellor ot the Ex- 
chequer, complained of these allusions, after having 
himself retracted and apologized for the errors into 
which he had fallen. He, however, still maintained that 
the increased allowances for billeting had been made for 
political purposes on the eve of a general election. He 
defended others of his statements which had been im- 
pugned by the Chancellor of the Exchequer, observing, 
in reference to his‘statement as to the compact between 
Lord Derby and the Roman Catholics, that Mr. Bowyer 
at Dundalk alluded to the granting of a charter to the 
Irish Roman Catholic University. The right honour- 
able gentleman was procecding to comment in strong 
terms on the expression of the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer, that his statement as to Lord Derby’s subscrip- 
tion was an impudent fabrication, when the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer explained that the words he had used 
referred not. to any statement of Sir J. Graham, but to 
an anonymous paragraph which he had quoted. 

The SPEAKER confirmed the statement of the Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer.

It is certain, 
however, that to the close of business nothing had transpired 
to establish these statements, still they have had the effect of 
keeping the Stock Market in a state of excitement, especially 
as the prices from the Paris Bourse showed a decline of 1 per 
cent. ‘The supply of money has not experienced any diimtnu- 
tion, and some persons are disposed to anticipate a further 
downward movement in the Bank of England rate.

A suggestion that no mention 
should be made in the resolution as to the cost of ma- 
nagement, on the ground that Mr. Ledger was prepared 
to manage the alpacas for five years, in return for their 
produce during that ‘ime; was also negatived. A fur- 
ther amendment wus introduced to authorise the Go- 
vernment to invite the colonies of Victoria and South 
Australia, to share in the advantages accruing from 
the purchase, on the same condition as above stated, but 
this amendment was also lost, and the resolution, as ori- 
ginally proposed, was passed.

with a view to make it available, or to recoger some 
portion of the valuable cable, upon which theimhad ex- 
pended about £500,000. Should they succeedgn repair- 
ing the existing cable, so as to bring it into & certain 
working condition, the government would then allow 
them £14,000 a-year. The test of the working condition 
would be the same as for the new cable—namely, for 30 
days consecutively to be able to transmit at the rate of 
100 words per hour. In addition to the guarantee of 
the English Government they would be entitled to £14,500 
a-year.from the United States, making together a gua- 
rantee of £34,000 a-year, and he had reason to believe 
that if they succeeded the American Government 


| would increase their subsidy to £20,000 a-year. So that 


it was not improbable that they might have a gua- 
rantee of £40,000 a-year. He then entered at con- 
siderable length into the political bearings of the subject, 
and concluded by stating that the directors thought the 
most equitable way tocarry out the undertaking was to 
allow 8 per cent. per annum on the new preference capi- 
tal, of £600,000, then to allow 4 per cent. on the old 
capital, and should any surplus profits remain to divide 
them rateably between the old and new shares.

Professor ‘Thompson, a director, seconded the motion, 
and in doing so expressed the utmost confidence in tke 
success of the undertaking, and in the possibility of 
transmitting words more rapidly than specified in the 
contract.

Mr. Loyd suggested some difficulties that might arise 
under the guarantee ; he had great confidence in the di- 
rectors. but he felt some reluctance in giving up any 
rights they might have to the government, who had not 
acted with much generosity towards them. 

Mr. Wrigley was of opinion something might be 
gained by delay and change in the government. 

Mr. R. Gardner said they had expended 460,000/. in 
making experiments, and he felt confident that in the 
course of seven years 10 lines would be laid down at the 
same cost as their experiments. He believed he was one 
of the largest shareholders in the company, and 
thougt the best plan would be to encourage others to 
lay down the lines, and to give to each successful cable 
its proportion of profits. 

Mr. Field, in reply to questions, stated that he repre- 
sented the New York and Newfoundland Company, who 
had obtained in 1856 the right of landing and maintain- 
ing cables on the coast of British North America. 
had done everything they could to aid the Afantic 
Telegraph Company, and had extended the time Aor 18 
months to complete their cable, and subsequently for 
two years to come. 

The Chairman having replied to the various observa- 
tions at considerable length, the amendment was rejected 
by a large majority, and the report was adopted unani- 
mously. . 

The directors were requested to remain in office, and 
not to resign, as they had proposed. 

Mr. Dalgleish was added to the direction. 

The number of directors was reduced to 12, and, there 
being but nine directors, the board was authorised to 
fill up the vacancies when convenient. 

On the motion of the Chairman, seconded by Captain 
Hamilton, the directors were authorised to cgrry out 
the agreement entered into with the government. 

The Chairman, seconded by Mr. Brett, moved a formal 
resolution authorising the raising of 600,000/, on prefer- 
ence shares of 5/. each, in order to popularise the pro- 
ject ; that such preference shares be entitled to a dividend 
of 8 per cent., per annum, and after the surplus profits 
yielded 4 per cent. per annum on the old shares the ná 
ference shares would bethen entitled to a pro raía $ 
of the surplus profits. 

The motion was carricd unanimously. 

Professor Thom explained that more than 100 
words per hour had been accomplished on the old Atlan- 
tic cable; the signals had been complete and distinct, 
and not obscure, as had been represented. Mistakes 
which were attributed to the Atlantic cable had been 
committed by another telegraph company in conveying 
the message from Valencia. 

The proceedings concluded with votes of thanks to 
the Chairman and directors and to Professor Thompson 
16t their devotion to the interests of the company.

MURDER OF CAPTAIN PROUT AND THE CREW | 
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94, commenced operations. The natives were very 
friendly, and with their assistance a beche-de-mer curing 
house was in the course of construction. Things went 
on in an amicable manner, and no suspicion of hostility | 
excited until the 3rd of February. On the morning | 
of that dav the mate, Mr. Howell, had gone out in the | 
boat to survey the reefs for fish ; while the captain and | 
four Yangen natives had gone on shore to complete their 

houses and to trade, leaving one white man, named Charles | 
Rack, and the boatswain, a native of New Caledonia, on | 
board. This opportunity was seized for the purpose of 

carrying into execution the murderous designs which 

had been formed previously.. It appears, from the sub- | 
sequent testimony of the two natives saved, that several | 
canoes, each containing three or four men, had pulled | 
out to the schooner, and were allowed to board, while on 
shore each of the crew wag,followed by others of the 
islanders. Ata given signal a simultaneous attack was 
made. Captain Prout was despatched on stooping to 
issue out from the curing-house, and the owners were | 
tomahawked as they were at their occupations. On 
board the vessel two men were at once killed, but fortu- | 
nately two natives escaped, one of whom was dan- | 
gerously wounded, and subsequently died. They swam | 
to the reef, fell in with the mate’s boat, and warned him. | 


| He proceeded to the vessel, and found it despoiled of | 


we trade fire-arms, tools, clothing, the greater part of | 
the provisions, and, in fact, almost everything portable. | 
The dead body of the native boatswain was lying where | 
it had fallen, near the main hatch. The w hitcman’s 
body had been thrown overboard. None of the islanders | 
could be seen; they had gone off with their spoil in 
canoes, intending to return for the remainder, which they | 
had piled up on deck. Mr. Hovell courageously deter- | 
mined to go on shore, and there found, lying on the 
beach, Captain Prout’s body, much mutilated, and 
transfixed by an arrow. In sorrow the last rites were 
paid. Under a large tree a grave was dug, the remains | 
of the captain interrcd, and all marks tending to guide 
the natives to the spot carefully obliterated. One of the 
Yangen men had been killed near the curing-house, and 
his body was also found. The rest had been thrown 
into the sea. 

On the mate’s return to the vessel the sails were im- 
mediately bent ; and as the native canoes were seen 
making a second trip, the anchor was weighed, and the 
sweeps having been put out, the schooner was pulled 
through the passage, pursued by the islanders, who, 
however, did not venture into the open sea. 

A hurricane was experienced on the subsequent day, 
and the weather generally was very stormy during the 
voyage to Erromanga, which occupied seventeen days. 
Great praise is due to Mr. Hovell for his exertions iu 
safely conveying the vessel toa port through the difficul- 
ties he had to encounter. No other white man being on 
board, and the natives being unable to steer, his unre- 
mitting personal attention was required both day and 
night. ‘The provisions were almost gone, and all were 
completely exhausted on their arrival at Erromanga. 

The French Government, on hearing of the occurence, 
said that, had the Styx been in working order, she would 
have at once been sent tothe scene; but in the mean 
time, there is no other vessel at their disposal. Besides 
this schooner being an English vessel, it is considcred 
by the commander of the Thisbe, that it is more par- 
ticularly the province of that Government to take the 
matter up. 

Britisa Instrrution.—The chief attraction in the 
exhibition of Ancient and Deceased Masters at this 
gallery, which opened on Saturday for the private 
view, and Monday to the general public, is unques- 
tionably the collection of portraits and landscapes of 
Gainsborough, which almost monopolise the room 
usually reserved for the English school, besides over- 
flowing, in worthy rivalry with Reynolds, over the 
Flemish embankments of the Middle Room. Our 
readers may remember the old story of Richard Wilson, 
sitting next Sir Joshua at a Royal Academy dinner, 
when the latter gave the health of Gainsborough, as 
our first landscape-painter., “ No”—interjected Wilson 
— but our first portrait painter.” Poor Wilson is 
not even yet safe in his grave from alternate rough 
and smooth licks from the tongue or pen of Ruskin, 
in whose last book he was numbered amongst our 
only “ five real painters ” — while a former infal- 
lible oracle from the same source had pronounced 
| that he might have produced an original picture, but 
for the pestilent pre-existence of Claude, Poussin, &c., 
by whose influence he had been stopped short of that 
achievement. One or two mellow specimens of his 
landscape appear not disadvantageously in this collec- 
tion, though they have not the life and character given 
by every sweep of Gainsborough’s brush. Mr. 
Ruskin now says of Wilson, that he “never looked 
at a tree” a slight detractionn certainly from 
the merit of a landscape-painter. But Gains- 
borough likewise did not look at trees too 
accurately—by which we do not mean that he did not 
look at them like a l’re-Raphaelite, with the predeter- 
mibation to paint every twig and leaf—but that he did 
not study their natural varieties with that attention 
which every artist thinks himself bound to at the present 
day. Yet which of our artists gives the /i/e of alandscape 
more vividly than Gainsborough—the effects of light and 
shadow, atmosphere and distance—the feeling of nature ? 
His “ Sea-shore,” one ofthe only four marine subjects he 
is said to have painted, is in the present exhibition, and 
here too he has massed his rocks, as he does his trees, 
much at his own sweet will. But what a good sea- 
blow—what a “sniff of the briny”—what life and 
motion in the waves, vessels, and buffetted figures on 
the bench! It is in the highest life, however, that 
Gainsborough’s chief excellence is—his landsccpes are 
best bestowed as backgrounds for his figures. What 
perfect simple nature without rudeness in his “ Girl 
feeding Pigs’ in this collection! And what evidence 
in his portraits that he looked attentively enough at 
he human face divine, if not at trees. Al! the delicate 
discrimination of character, and finish of detail, which 
are missed in his landscapes, are abundantly supplied in 
every lineament and fold of dra in his por- 
traits. Amongst these (we cannot “Mr. and 
Mrs. Hallett” so interesting as some of our co- 
temporaries do. We should have termed happy 
and high-bred pair rather mawkish, and 
etiolated—the very jype of fashion the author of 
“Sandford and Mefton" might have satirised, and 
tcontrasting ascompletely as possible with the stardy 
and sunburned manhood and English womanh ood of 
Reynold’s “Sir Watkin, and Lady Wynn.” We 
reserve for future notice the “ancient” art in 
the Exhibition.
